Boat Casualties 
Increase Noted

Fifty-five deaths resulting 
from boating accidents have 
been reported during the past 
T> months in the state, accord­ 
ing to Lachlan M. Richards, 
Chief of the Division of Small 
Craft Harbors, State of Cali­ 
fornia.

The recent survey covered 
over 444 vessels including 
open motor boats, cabin mo- 
torboats, sail or auxiliary 
crafts, row boats and canoes.

The age of the operators 
range from 12 to r>0 years 
old with a high of 225 acci- 
dentH for those 26 to 50 years 
of age.

Second highest accident 
age group are those 1!) to 25 
years of age.

Operators have been urged 
to pilot their boats with more 
care by Richards. Faulty op­ 
eration of the crafts by the 
operator is highest on the 
cause of accidents,

Excessive speeds and vvatei 
hrmurds are low in the list o, 
causes of the 55 accidento 
deaths during the survey.
